That an incorporated company !,« organize.! to be com- 


posed exclusively of raisin grower* under the namo of the 
California Kaisiu Growers' Association. 
That such associa- 


tion shn!! elect seven trustees who shall Imvc full charge of 
the packing and salcof the raisin crop. 
That members shall 


pool all their raisins and .packing houses in the hands of these 
trustees. 
That growers shall have the right to choose either 


one of two wavs to have their raisins sold: 


First, they may have their raisins,.sold bv the trustees 


for their account, giving the grower all the raisins will sell 
for during the season, less necessary charges for packing and 
selling; or 


Second; the irrowcr shall be paid in cash not less than at. 


the rate of two and one-half cents per pound in the sweat box 
for merchantable raisins or a higher price if the market ad- 
vances as is expected. 


In order to nrovide the large amount of money required 


to place the industry on this solid foundation, your comiulllw 
ask that the growers pledge their crops to this committee on 
the above terms for thirty days. If these pledges cover 73 per 
cent, of an average crop in the counties of Fresno, Kin<rS Tu- 
lare and Madcra thev will then be taken to San Francis- 
co by your committee to show to financial men the good faitli 
of the growers. 
If your committee succeed in making the ne- 


cessary financial arrangements then the organization will be 
perfected as above outlined, but if after thirty days this is not 
done then the pledges shall be null and void'and the growers 
stand released. 


Your committee are very strongly of the opinion that if 


they are supported by the growers by a pledge of 75 per 
cent or more of the crop they will be able to secure all the 
money needed to make advances to the growers and to buy all 
the raisins that mav be offered at two and a half cents in the 
sweat box; and thus begin a work that will make raisin-grow- 
ing the most profitable industry in California.

and Interest In politics those who have 
hitherto been more or less indifferent 
to their polllieul duties; to encourage 
attendance at primary meetings in or- 
der that honest and capable men may 
be nominated and elected; to guard and 
defend the purity of the election laws; 
to work In harmony with umi to curry 
out the plan of permanent Republican 
club organizations; nnd to 
perform 


such other work as may best conserve 
the interests of Iho parly, national, 
state and local, thereby exerting the 
most potent miluence for good govern- 
ment.

Preventing Red Bice. 


Bed rica is n, familiar tronblo to Louis- 


iana planters. Tho experiment station 
of that state lias recently uiado this n 
subject of investigation and among ex 
pedientB tot reducing or preventing it 
includes tho fallowing: 


Battling the Rtubble, a custom quito 


extensively practiced, will possibly do- 
stroy a good deal of red rice. 
Plowing 


in the early spring and cultivation jusi 
before sowing may destroy many red 
rica plants. 


If tho land hns oiico beeii entirely 


cleaned from tho red rico by the culti- 
vation of cane, corn or cotton and abso- 
lutely clean fioed is sown each year, 
no further difficulty should bo expori 
cnced. Careful attention should bo giv- 
en to raising rico send for planting. If 
tho seed is pnrchnsod, a guarantee 
should be demanded that it is free from 
ted rico.

pure, phmt HUH <m a pieeo of ground 
that ho knows i.s al^nlutoly free from 
red rico ami whom nn seeds can \vnsli 
on to it, ami mnko this n beginning of a 
special crop fnr seed.
